SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: DECEMBER, 1965 


Rainfall: During December, 1965 falls were above normal only in the Northern and East Coast divisions; the greatest positive 
departure (more than 100% of normal) being recorded in an area from Eddystone Point to St. Marys and inland to the north-east 


highlands. Deficiencies in the Derwent Valley, Central Plateau, West Coast and King Island divisions were near 50%, while the Mid- 
lands and south-east recorded 20%-30% below normal. 


Temperatures: Mean temperatures were above normal throughout the State; departures ranging from more than 3° in the area in- 
cluding the Central Plateau, the north-west and north-east highlands and the Derwent Valley to more than 2° in the far north and 
north-west and to 1°-2° in the southern, western and eastern coastal areas. Maximum recording (100°) for the month was at Kingston 
on the 22nd, while the minimum (27°) was at Mt. Wellington on the 16th and 18th. 


Rural Conditions: Otherwise beneficial heavy rainfall early in the month hindered haymaking and the harvesting of pea crops inthe 
North and North-west, but other areas continued deficient except for the East Coast, and good falls were urgently needed in the 
Midlands and Derwent Valley. Satisfactory yields of meadow hay were reported, after the relief rains of late October early November 
but in the north and north-east army worms damaged pastures.
